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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the DIV of 09/661,206. It is recognized that applicant tries to have new claims 
within the scope of Group IV (or original claims 46-71); Claims 1-69 have been cancelled; 
leaving new claims 70-105 remained for consideration. 

Priority 

■ 1 . This application appears to be a division of Application No. 09/ 66 1 ,206, filed 
09/14/2000. A later application for a distinct or independent invention, carved out of a pending 
application and disclosing and claiming only subject matter disclosed in an earlier or parent 
application is known as a divisional application or "division." Applicant is reminded that the 
divisional application should set forth only that portion of the earlier disclosure which is 
germane to the invention as claimed in the divisional application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. New Matter: Claims 70, and 82-97 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 

failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 

which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
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in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Claim 70 recites the formula for nucleoside/tide analog is not the same as 
that described in the specification because the formula in claim 70 does not have a point of 
attachment. Furthermore, originally, variable "L'-NUC" is defined as the formula recited in 
claim 70. In the instant case, L' and NUC seem to have independent definitions, and not related 
to the formula in claim 70. Also, it is noted that the scope of claim 70 is broader that that of the 
original claim 46 (which is dependent on the original claim 2). The subject matter in claims 82- 
97 does not appear to have support in the instant disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 71-81, and 98-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Said claims lack antecedent basis because they recite subject 
matter that appears not related to the subject matter in claim 70. For example, it is not clear if 
NUC is equivalent to the nucleoside/tide formula in claim 70, or if it is equivalent of "B"
